P & Z To Conclude 
Public Hearing 


Public hearings ‘on the Albany 
General Plan prepared by Plan- 
ning Consultants Duncan & 
Jones, will be concluded at the 
regular meeting of the P&Z 
Commission July 9, 1974. The 


meeting will start at 7:30 p.m. 
in the Council Chambers. 


The General Plan projects the 
future of the City for about 20 
years at which time a 50 percent 
increase in population is esti- 
mated. Very few radical chang- 
es are expected but some down 
zoning will be necessary to 
maintain the overall residential 
characteristics while providing 
adequate medium and low cost 
housing in apartments, condo- 
miniums and planned unit de- 
velopments. 


Commercial zones on San 
Pablo and Solano may contain 
light industry and professional 
offices. High density housing on 
Solano Avenue, adjacent to San 
Pablo Avenue and the west 
side of Albany Hill will absorb 
most population increase 


A comprehensive set of charts 
are available in the Council 
Chamber for inspection. They 
will form the basis for revision 
of the Zoning Ordinance upon 
approval of the General Plan. 


Albany built up quickly some 
40 years ago so the majority of 
housing will soon need mainten- 
ance to avoid blight. Provisions 
for a maintenance program will 
be incorporated in the Plan 
This is particularly essential for 
rental housing. Architectural re- 
view of multiple housing and 
commercial developments seems 
desirable to retain the character 
of a “City of Homes.” Open 
space and recreation must be 
foremost considerations in all 
developments. 


For many years the Council 
has held taxes to a minimum. 
Some proposals in the General 
Plan will require either 
tax dollars or call for “do-it- 
yourself’’ dedication by proper- 
ty owners to achieve the goals. 
The purpose of public hearings 
is to enlist participation of in- 
dividuals and groups in the City 
so that the General Plan will be 
truly representative.
